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ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Allowance in response to Applicant's amendnnents filed 
March 10, 2009. Applicant's amendnnent amended claims 1, 4 and 6-15 and canceled 
claims 2, 3, 5 and 16-20. Currently claims 1, 4 and 6-15 are pending and allowed 
herein. 

Response to Amendment 

The 35 U.S.C. 101 rejection of claims 1-8, 16-17 and 19-20 is withdrawn in 
response to Applicant's amendments to the claims. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The present invention is directed to system and method for generating a forecast 
for an uncertain event based on an aggregated probability projection based on the 
aggregation of a predictive query process which has been adjusted by an aggregation 
formula to account for participant characteristics derived from multiple sessions of an 
information market. 

The closest prior art Pennock et al.. The Power of Play (2001 ), Kaplan U.S. 
Patent No. 7,155,510, Wolf et al.. The Recovery of Risk Preferences from Actual 
Choices and Myung et al.. Maximum Entropy Aggregation of Expert Predictions (1996) 
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fail to teacli or suggest eitlier singularly or in combination a forecasting process or 
computer system comprising: 

running multiple sessions of an information market including an artificial market in 
which financial instruments are utilized, wherein said financial instruments are traded by 
participants in said information market, 

extracting said participant characteristics through an analysis of results of trading 
of said financial instruments by correlating observed behavior to accepted characteristic 
tendencies, wherein said participant characteristics include participant risk inclination 
and participant ability to interpret information; 

generating a predictive aggregation formula with adjustments for said participant 
characteristics, wherein said predictive aggregation formula aggregates predictive 
information related to said multiple sessions of said information market wherein said 
adjustments include individual participant predictions with exponential factoring for 
characteristics of said individual participants and said information market as a whole; 

performing a predictive query process in addition subsequent to said running 
multiple sessions of said information market, said predictive query process including 
posing a predictive query to said participants and gathering results of said predictive 
query, said predictive query about a probability of a future outcome occurrence 
associated with an uncertain situation; 

aggregating results of said predictive query process with adjustments for said 
predictive aggregation formula comprising said participant characteristics to produce an 
aggregated probability projection associated with said uncertain situation; and 
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generating a forecast for said uncertain event based on said aggregated 
probability projection, wlierein said generating said forecast for said uncertain event is 
performed by said computer system generated probability projection as recited in 
independent Claims 1 and 9.
